Enrollment Soars 
The number of children to be 

served fcn the rapidly-growing 
city continued to skyrocket, as 
23,200 children answered the 
call of the school bell. This in­ 
cludes some 18,700 elementary 
students and some 4400 high 
school students. Within 10

years, it is expected that more 
than 35,000 students will be en­ 
rolled In Torrance schools.

On next fall's horizons ac­ 
cording to estimates, is an en­ 
rollment of more than 25,000, in­ 
cluding about 20,000 elementary 
and 5000 high school pupils.

This action, effective 
July 1, makes the boundaries 
of the city and the school dis­ 
trict the same.

Nevertheless, the district man­ 
aged to reduce the percentage of 
children on double session from 
23 to 11 per cent during the year 
by opening the new schools. The 
problem wa§ greatest here in 
10M when 48 per cent of the 
children were on half-day ses­ 
sions.

Bonds Panned
. .Torrance voters did their part 
in battling double sessions in 
October, 19r>8, by approving a 
$15,000,000 bond issue for new 
schools. By an overwhelming 
7-1 margin, they endorsed con­ 
tinuation of the fmnds, which 
will be used to construct more 
school buildings.

Txx-al voters also returned 
School Board President Clinton 
B. Cooke for another four-year 
term on the Torrance Board of 
Education, which is charged 
with responsibility for taelng 
that children are adequately pro­ 
vided for. William C. Boswell 
Jr. sl*o WM elected to the board. 
Jolnlnf three other veteran mem­ 
bers Mm. Grace Wright. Jo­ 
seph G. Arnold, and Walter A. 
Gtrtmbrnnt.

Dr. J. H. Hull,  uperintendient 

of Torranee schools since the 
district was founded in 1947, 
continued as the chief adminis­ 
trative officer. Assistant Super­ 
intendents Albert N. Posner and

ployes grew from 1181 to 1205 
during the year.
